She immediately was taken to Ellie 
Island, where she was given a hearing 
before a special board of inquiry. 

The board decided that Mrs. Pank~ 
hurst should be excluded from the 
United States. She announced that 
anappeal would be taken from this 
decision. Until her case is finally de~ 
cided by Commissioner of Immigra< 
tion Caminetti at Washington she will 
be held at Ellis Island. 

Mrs. Pankhurst appeared in person 
before the boardand admitted that 
she had been sentenced to jail in 
England for consptracy. This crime 
involves “moral turpitude,” and be- 
cause of this fact the special board 
decided that she should be barred, 

Has Room Castro Had. 

During her stay at Ellis Island Mra, 
Pankhurst will occupy the same room 
that was assigned to Cipriano Castro, 
the “Stormy Petrel of Venezuela,” 
when he was detained here. 

Mrs. Pankhurst showed no traces 
of the illness from which she suffered 


while in an Bnglish prison. Mild 
mannered, sweet faced and smiling, 


she appeared anything but an “apos- 
tle of violence” as she chatted with 
newspaper men. 

She wore a long seal coat over a 
dark blue suit, a dark blue hat sur< 
mounted by a black quill and brown 
silk gloves. 

To the reporters Mrs, Panghurs§ 
sald: 

“IL was convicted under a very pe- 
culiar act of Parliament. It is the 
Same act under which men were sent 
to prison when they were trying te 
get the franchise, My act was a Po- 
litical act. 

“I am engaged with other women 
in @ revolution that is very similar to 
your American Revolution. The con- 
ditions under which we women are 
living now is practically taxation 
without representation.” 

Calls Asquith “King.” 

“You think, then, that your fight 
is against George V just as the other 
fight was against George TI?” wag 
suggested. 

“Not King George V,,, declared Mrs, 
Pankhurst, militantly, “You mean 
King Asquith.” 

“You see,” she continued, “we have 
a cabinet aristocracy in a somewhat 
democratic nation.

F RESH revelations of inhu- 
mane treatment of prison- 
ers in the Atlanta Federal Peni- 
tentiary are coming to light daily 
how that the first startling 
charges have been made by Ju- 
lian Hawthorne and Dr. W. J. 
Morton. 

Guards and attaches who have 
insistently withheld their names 
for fear of punishment or some 
form of reprisal have made ae- 
cusations of abuses, including 
underfeeding and imprisonment 
in the ‘‘hole’’ underground. A 
statement was made Saturday by 
H. T. Thomson, a former guard 
at the prison, in which he told a 
harrowing story of abuses that 
came within his observation. 

Thomson, now a_ traveling 
salesman, named many sensa- 
tional details, among them th@ 
following: 

A white convict, No. 180, 
was kept in the dungeon for 
three weeks, contracting liv- 
er trouble which caused his 
death shortly afterward. 

Convict 501 was in the 
dungeon several weeks. His 
legs were swollen so that he 
could not arise from his cot 
for days. 

Convict 521, a man named 
Lang, was kept in the 
“‘hole’’ for 145 days, charged 
with assaulting an officer. 
When taken in he weighed 
180 pounds; when released, 
115 pounds. 

White men were sent into 
the fields in charge of an 
armed negro overseer. 

Men were placed in the 
dungeon for trivial offenses, 
and kept chained in stand- 
ing positions. 

Thomson was outspoken in his asv 
cusation that conditions were little 
short of barbarous at times, as they 


came within his notice, and that the 


instances of which he told were not 


exceptions, but rather the horrible 
custom, 
“The half of the things that have 


occurred in the Atlanta Federal pen- 
itentiary can never be told,” he de- 
clared Saturday, talking to a Sunday 
American reporter. “They will never 
be revealed, because the guards and 


officers can hardly remember the 
spectacles that come before their 
gaze. I can not, I admit. Many

Liner Merion Is Ablaze When 
Appeal for Aid Comes From 
Other Vessel. 


CREW’S WORK IS PRAISED 


Blaze Is Fought So Effectively 
Few Passengers Knew of 
Their Peril. 


A thrilling story of the mingling 
of the ill-fated Volturno’s “S. O. S.” 
call of distress with the crackle of 
flames on the steamship Merion, 
aboard which they were passengers, 


was confided to friends Saturday by 
Mrs. A D. Adair and Mrs. Frank 
R. Logan, two of the best-known wo- 
men in Atlanta. The Merion was 
more fortunate than the ship which 
called to it for help, the fire being 
conquered after a quiet but desperate 
fight without any casualties. 

So skillfully and quietly did the 
ship’s crew work that but few of 
the passengers on the ship realized 
there had been a fire until long after 
{t had been extinguished. A mile 
away the mighty Lusitania was 
standing by to lend a hand if neces- 
sary. 

The fire on the Merton occurred 
in the same locality of the ship as 
that in the Volturno. It was caused 
by spontaneous combustion in a com- 
partment below the steerage and just 
in front of the boilers, Almost in- 
stantly it was discovered and the 
steam jets of the fire-fighting equip- 
ment were opened, completely flood- 
ing the compartment and smothering 
the flames. 

Ship’s Progress Halted. 

“Very few of the passengers knew 
the ship was afire until after it was 
all over,” said Mrs. Logan. “Some 
one in our group noticed that the 
ship was not making any progress 
and inquifed the reason why. We 
then learned that the heavy amount 
of steam being forced into the blazing 
compartment had reduced the pres- 
sure on the engines and the ship 
was making practically no headway. 

“Really, the fire was of no conse- 
quence, and if there had been trou- 
ble the Lusitania was so close by 
that no one was really in danger. 
But it was mighty good to be able to 
breathe a sigh of relief when we 
learned the danger mark had been 
passed,” 

Mrs. Adair greatly prefers - 
land to a burning ship on the high 
seas, The remarkable feat of the 
captain of the Merion fighting the 
fire in such a manner that practical- 
ly none of the passengers were 
aware of the danger in which they 
were in, brought words of admira- 
tion from her. 

Crew's Efficiency Praised. 
“So quietly was the fire handled 


that none of us had the slightest idea 


dry 


of the danger we were in until the 
danger mark had been passed,” said 
Mrs. Adair.’ “The sea was awfully 
rough and fighting of the fire must 
have been unusually difficult for the 
crew. There was a raging séa at 
the time. 

“But for the fact that the fire was 
discovered practically the moment 
it broke out the same disaster that 
befell the Volturno probably would 
have been threatened to the Merion. 
I was told that it was fn the same 
spot on the Merion that fire broke 
out in the Volturno, and that the con- 
ditions were about the same. There 
was a slight explosion, but on ac- 
count of the storm it was not heard 
except by a very few. No one was 
at all excited, due tothe fact that the 
fire was all over when the passengers 
learned of it. 

“We were all very thankful, indeed, 
when safety was fully assured. On 
land one knows there !s a chance of 
escape, but from a burning ship on 
a rough sea, well, hopelessness is 
hardly the word to describe one’s 
feelings.”

MAKES PLOT 
AGCUGATION 


Noted Georgia Editor and Politi«. 
cian Declares Catholics Insti« 
gated Charge of Sending Ob 
scene Matter Through Mails, 


Expose of Alleged Confessionaf 
Questions No Worse Than Oth 
ers Published, Asserts Former 
Presidential Candidate. 


AUGUSTA, Oct. 18.—Thomes B. 
Watson, editor of The Jeffersonian 
Publication, former nominee of the 
Popullst party for Pré sident of the 
United States, running mate of wu. 
liam J. Bryan on the eame partr 
ticket In 1896, lawyer and author, will 
be placed on trtal here Monday 
upon a Federal indictment charging 
him with sending obscene matter 
through the malla. 

The Government's case will be han- 
dled by United States District Attor- 
ney Alexander Akerman, of Macon, 
assisted by Arthur H. Addington, of 
the Federal Department of Justice. 
Mr. Watson will be defended by Colo~ 
nel Guyt McLendon, of Atlanta, fur~ 
mer Railroad Commisstoner, candidate 
for Governor and ltelong friend of 
the accused. Judge Rufus B. Foster 
Vill preside, Judge Speer belng dis- 
qualified, 

Mr. Watson was Indicted by a Fed- 
era] Grand Jury on November 12, 1912, 
upon three counts, alleging that tn the 
April, May and July numbers of his 
Jeffersonian Magazine he caused te 
be circulated through the rwils mat- 
ters coming within the prohibition of 
the postal regulations relating to obe 
ecene publications. 

The specific sentences alleged to be 
obscene were prinied in Latin, but 
this does not, tn the eyes of the Grand 
Jury, relieve the author therecf tm 
the least. 


Questions Relate to Church. 


The sentences objected to by the 
Government relate to questions sal@ 
to be asked in the confessior.al oy 
Catnolic priests of Women and girls 
coming to confesston. 

Several weeks before Mr. Wateon 
was Indicted he was arrested upon a 
Feceral warrant charging him with 
the same offense, and at the hearing 
upon this warrant much of ihe State's 
case was developed. 

This hearing, curtous! y enough, was 
held before United States Commta~ 
sioner Walter H, Goodwin, in Augus 
ta, which is near Mr. Watson’s coun- 
try home, and Goodwin later commir- 
ted suicide in Savannah by shooting 
himself through the heart. 

At the first hearing it was estab- 
lished that the matter complained of 
was actually circulated through the 
mails, but the line of Mr. Watson's 
defense was that, while the printed 
mattér did not come within the pro- 
hibitory regulations, {t nevertheless 
was not matter for which Mr. Waf- 
son personally was responsible, in 
that the magazine was published by 
the Jeffersonian Publishing Compa- 
ny, 2f which Mr. Watson !f« president 

The Government heid Mr. Watson 
responsible, however, In that he Is! 
the editor-in-chief of the magazine 

Claims Prior Publication. 

Mr. Watson further undertook te 
show that the very same matter sst 
up against him was circulated 
through the mails, time and egain, 
in the past, and without protest, by 
other publishers, including Professor 
Peck, of the University of Virginia. 

Mr, Watson claimed at the hearing 
that the entire matter then up was 
attempted persecution by Catholics, 
against whom the editor for monthe 
had been leveling his deadliest and 
most venomous darts. 


Mr. Watson developed the fact that * 


the postoffice inspector proceeding 
against him was Robert F. Sharp, 
and that the specific work objected to 
was in his book, “The Roman Cath- 
olic Hierarchy, the Deadliest Menace 
to Our Liberties and Civillzation.” 

This work is a bitter attack on 
Catholicism in geenerul and upon the 
priesthood in particular. 

Mr. Watson's defense on trial to~| 
morrow will be practically the same 
as that advanced originally.

On the first trial he said that he 
was a historian, who had written a 
number of books now on the market

One Shriner in San Francisco writes 
Mr, Adair: 

“You Atlanta people will know we 
are there when we hit town. And 
here Is one reason why you will know 
it: Under our terms of the lease of 
the entire Kimball House that hostel- 
ry will lose its identity when we ar- 
rive. All signs bearing the words 
‘Kimball House’ will be suppressed, 
and all Kimball House stationery will 
be laid aside. All linen marked ‘Kim- 
ball’ will be temporarily abolished. 
Everything will be marked ‘Califor- 
nia.’ 

“Even the big electric sign on top of 
the house will be taken down and ifn 
its stead there will be one erected 
reading ‘Hotel California.’”

Market a Necessity. 

“A central city market, where the 
citizens of Atlanta, especially the 
women, can go and market vege- 
tables, meats and foodstuffs conveni- 
ently and economically has come to 
be a necessity,” said Mr. Orr. 

“All the leading cities of the United 
States have them. When I was in 
Central America last winter I found 
the markets about the most important 
institutions in towns as small as 
10,000 people. In every town where 
there is a central market the people 
think it 's a good thing. 

“One in Atlanta, I think, would 
contribute largely to reducing the 
high cost of living. I hope and be- 
lieve the joint committee of the Coun- 
ceil and the Chamber of Commerce 
will be able to work out a plan that 
will be adopted.” 

Councitiman Knight Bald he didn’t 
see how the city has been able to be 
without a central market for so long. 

“A central market would be like 
a godsend to every housewife in the 
city.” 

“It would reduce the cost of living 
greatly. With such an advantagous 
market for country produce, truck 
farming around Atlanta would be 
multiplied tenfold. We would not 
only get cheaper foods, but we would 
get fresher and better foods. 

Location Is Problem. 

“The only real problem before us 
is to get a suitable location for the 
market. I believe the committee will 
be able to golve that,”

tee from Council are Alderman J. H. 
Harwell and Counc!!iman Charles W. 
Smith. From the Chamber of Com- 
merce are A, J. Orme and Francis 
Kamper.

| Mrs. Pankhurst was convicted 
only of conspiracy in connection 
with the crusade of women for 
the ballot in England. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Mrs. Emme- 
line Pankhurst, leader of English mil. 
itant suffragettes, was taken into 
custody by immigrationofficials when 
she arrived here to-day on the liner 
La Provence. 

She immediately was taken to Ellis 
Island, where she was given a hearing 
before a special board of inquiry. 

The board decided that Mrs. Panky 
hurst should be excluded from the 


United States. She announced that 
anappeal would be taken from this 
decision. Until her case is finally de- 


cided by Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion Caminett! at Washington she will 
be held at Ellis Island. 

Mrs. Pankhurst appeared in person 
before the boardand admitted that 
she had been sentenced to jail in 
England for consptracy. This crime 
involves “moral turpitude,” and be~ 
cause of this fact the special board 
decided that she should be barred, 

Has Room Castro Had. 

During her stay at Ellis Island Mra, 
Pankhurst will occupy the same room 
that was assigned to Cipriano Castro, 
the “Stormy Petrel of Venezuela,” 
when he was detained here.

TD ANTARCTIC 


Will Explore King Edward’s Land, 
| Which, Despite Name, Has 


| Never Been Trod by Briton.

| LONDON, Oct, 18.—Preparations are 
far advanced for a new and impor- 
tant British Antarctic expedition un- 
der the command of J. Foster Stack- 
house, a nephew of the famous physal- 
clan, the late Str Jonathan Hutchin- 
son 

Mr. Stackhouse was tntimatelr ae- 
sociated with Captain Scott, and his 
objective will be King Edward the 
Seventh’s Land and the unknown area 
to the east of It. 

King Edward's Land was discor- 
ered by Captain scott tn 1902, bug 
he did not land there and no Briton 
has ever trodden {ts soil. 

or the voyage a special boat—the 
Polaris—has been built In Norway 
necording to designs approved by 
Nansen. Captain Scott also saw the 
plans and made suggestions regard- 
ing them. 

According to present arrangements 
the expedition wil start from the 
Thames about August 16 and enter 
the ice at latitude 70 degrees south 
and longitude 100 degrees west. It 
will winter in the pack ice and stay 
if necessary, a second or third wine 
ter. 

The return journey will be by way 
of the Panama Canal. 

Stackhouse himeeif has never bees 
to the Antarctic, but he has lad @ 
good deal of Arctic experience.

A 
former guard at the Federal Peni- 
tentiary declared that conditions were 
just as Hawthorne and Morton had 
pictured them. A letter was taken 
from a New York Italian paper, writ- 
ten by a former prisoner, who com- 
plained of the food and of the “hole.” 

Others Defend the Warden. 

On the other hand, there was con- 
siderable defense of Warden Moyer. 
The warden himself immediately re- 
quested an investigation. Mrs. I, 
Springer, a prison worker, sald Haw- 
thorne was an “old grouch"” and not 
to be taken seriously. J, P. Mathies- 
sen, a well-known local musician, for 
several years director of the prison 
orchestra, said he knew Warden 
Moyer's administration of the prison 
to be above reproach. A. C. Bram, for 
seventeen years a Feueral prisoner, 
came to the warden’s support, brand- 
ing the charges fulse.

“What is public opin- 
ion?” and writes a good 
letter that you will find 
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in this artcie. 

Public Opinion is the power that con- 
trols the world, in the long run. It is not 
expressed by any individual, any news- 
paper or any mob. But IT IS FELT, 
and, while it is often insulted and defied, 
it rules in the long run. ; De. 

From time to time public opinion 
takes definite, crystallized form _and 
shape in laws, religion, moral doctrines, 
proverbs, fables, et cetera. 

The Ten Commandments are an ex- 
pression of public opinion. “Thou shalt 
not steal” is public opinion crystallized. 

Public opinion does not mean unself- 
ishness or wisdom, always. It means 
usually that which is convenient at the 
time and in the place. 

Public opinion in China for a long 
while said that women must have their 
feet squeezed. Public opinion in the 
Sandwich Islands taught that beats of all 
kinds were “taboo” for women. It was 
a worse crime for a woman to get into a 
boat than te kill her own child. That 
was convenient, as it kept women from 
running away from one island to an- 
other, which would have been sad for 
their lords and masters. 

Public opinion stopped wholesale in- 
fanticide and universal cannibalism— 
which ruled at one time. 

Public opinion abolishes capital pun- 
ishment in one civilized neighborhood 
and in another it punishes the horse thief 
with hanging—the safety of horses being 
more important than respect for justice. 


Public opinion is the expression cf the 
wisdom of the people as a whele—and 
that is the greatest wisdom. 

But the wisdom that finds expression 
in public opinion is modified by condi- 
tions, by the selfish interest of the mass, 
and too often by the passions of the mob. 

It must be remembered that a mob of 
human beings does not express the pub- 
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lic opinioh of intellect, but the hatred of 
passion. : 

The mob is in reality a hunting pack; 
it is a going back of human beings to the 
savage state of hatred and destruction. 

This fact has been admirably empha- 
sized by the late Professor Shaler, of 
Harvard. 

Public opinion, as we have said, finds 
formal, definite, crystallized expression 
in certain laws; for instance, the laws 
that pretect property and sanctify mar- 
riage, thus protecting women and chil- 
dren; the laws that prevent the use of 
poison in warfare and of torture in judi- 
cial investigation. 

All law, all rules to which human be- 
ings submit, are simply public opinion 
crystallized into definite expression. 

Nothing is harder to break when out- 
grown than public opinion that has taken 
the form of law and tradition. 

Only public opinion itself is strong 
enough to destroy and break down the 
barriers that public opinion has created. 


No man can be said to represent or to 
be the spokesman of public opinion. 

But a man may, TEMPORARILY, be- 
come PUBLIC OPINION ITSELF, when 
the public in an emergency decrees that 
HIS opinion is wisdom. 

Abraham Lincoln was public opinion 
in this country Tor awhile, luckily for 
the country. 

Public opinion can give to a man a 
power that nothing can resist. 

Yet, no man’s power is great enough 
to control or defy public opinion when 
that opinion changes. 

It was public opinion, not love of the 
republic, that kept Caesar from accept- 
ing the crown. 

It was public opinion, not the will or 
the conscience or any one man, that lim- 
ited our Presidential office to two terms. 

George Washington was our wisest 


What Is “Public Opinion’’? 


It Is Often Mistaken, Sometimes Cruel, Frequently Ignorant---but 
It Is the Only Final Protection and the Greatest Power of the People 
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man, undoubtedly, in his day, and cer- 
tainly the man to whom this country 
owes most. 

Yet without the pressure of public 
opinion Washington’s fame might have 
been spoiled, the growth of the country 
checked and changed. For without the 
expression of public opinion Washing- 
ton might well have considered it his 
duty to the country to remain in power 
indefinitely. 

The strongest individual that ever 
lived, perhaps, was Cromwell. He never 
lost a battie, mental or physical. But it 
was not the power stored away in his 
round head that gave him his power. It 
was public opinion, that had had enough 
of the reign of Charles and the debauch- 
ery, ignorance and misery that went 
with it. 


Newspapers represent public opinion 
only in as much AS THEY EXPRESS 
PUBLIC OPINION HONESTLY AND 
ACCURATELY. A newspaper has the 
power of SUGGESTION. It has many 
readers, and can put the same thought 
into many minds at the same time. And 
that is a great power. 

But a newspaper has many readers 
only because it expresses the feeling and 
THE OPINION of many citizens. 

A newspaper’s power is not a menace, 
even when it falls into vicious or mis- 
guided hands. For the most powerful 
newspaper is as perishable as a mush- 
room. A man can change his paper as 
quickly as he can change his mind. A 
newspaper is not really a directing force 
as much as it is a mirror, reflecting the 
interest, purposes and opinion of the 
bigger or smaller part of the community. 

True, as the friend who writes us says. 
public opinion has “burned people at the 
stake for witchcraft, thrown the greatest 
of men into dungeons, on the one hand, 
and on the other it has struck the most 
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powerful blows for liberty, equality and 
justice.”’ 

Public opinion is simply the expres- 
sion of the thought of coliective man AT 
THE TIME. 

When men believe in witches, public 
opinion forms the mob and burns the 
miserable victim. When men believe 
that the earth is square, that a few stars 
were put in the sky as an after thought, 
and that the sun goes around the earth, 
public opinion endorses the power 
which forces Galileo on his knees to re- 
cant his wonderful TRUTH. 

Public opinion of course can be no 
wiser than the wisdom of the day, no 
more just than the justice of the day, no 
more kind than the kindness of the day. 
At one siage public opinion authorizes 
the murder of slaves as an amusement, 
or in testing poisons. 

A litile later, in the Middle Ages, it au- 
thorizes the branding with red-hot irons 
of miserable laborers, starving, that 
stray from their hamlet in search of 
work. 

But public opinion is THE CON- 
SCIENCE OF THE HUMAN RACE and 
the INTELLIGENCE of the race. 

As the race progresses public opinion 
becomes higher, fairer, more consistent. 

It is difficult for us to realize it now, 
but the day is coming when public opin- 
ion, man’s collective conscience, will do 
away with courts, policemen, jails, de- 
tectives and lawsuits. That will be THE 
BEGINNING of a real civilization. 

We thank Mr. Alexander for his very 
interesting letter, and print it in full 
here: 

To the Editor: 

Dear Sir—Write an editorial on 
“Public Opinion.” Does the term 
“public opinion” mean the real inde- 
pendent opinions of a majority, or 
merely a majorily of the opinions ex- 
pressed by voies or other outward 
manifestations of expression? 

Among the number of those who 
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vote for an idea, conceived by a crea- 
live, intelligent mind, many do not 
understand its meaning or the practi- 
cal effect of its operation. 

Some of these ignorant persons vote 
for it, because some friend in whom 
they have confidence tells them to do 
so; others, because they believe they 
will reap patronage or other personal 
benefit from or through it; others, be- 
cause some newspaper appeas either 
to their intelligence or prejudices. 

The result of this voting may be the 
adoption of a law, but not the inde- 
pendent opinion of a majority of the 
voters. In other words, a majority of 
votes may not coincide with a major- 
ity of opinions. 

Even if every man would vote ac- 
cording to his own independent judg- 
ment; even if no man would be influ- 
enced by self-interest, so that every 
vote were the free and voluntary ex- 
pression of every voter’s sincere, in- 
dependent, unhampered opinion—still 
it would not follow that a majority 
was right, at any given time, because 
their judgment may have been based 
upon inaccurate statements or erro- 
neous reasoning. 

Then, again, communities change 
from time to time, and what might 
be regarded as right in one community 
would be regarded as wrong in an- 
other. 

Furthermore, the same communi- 
ties themselves undergo changes of 
opinion. What then is “public opin- 
ion”? Is it the opinion which the 
newspapers and the magazines say the 
public entertains of this man or that, 
of this thing or that? No, a majority 
of the public may and frequently de 
disagree with the opinions expressed 
in the newspapers, or in most of them. 

Is “public opinion” shifting and 
evanescent, or real and substantial? 

That it is one of the most powerful 
things in the world no one will deny. 
It has burned people at the stake for 
witchcraft, thrown the greatest of men 
into dungeons, on the one hand, and 
on the other it has struck the most 
powerful blows for liberty, equality 
and justice. It is and always has beew 
more powerful than kings, or other 
rulers, than armies, or than other 
physical or mechanical force, 

Without pursuing the subject fur- 
ther, it must be admitted that the 
meaning of “public opinion” is some- 
what indefinite and is based upon com- 
plicated conditions. Will you please 
throw some light on its real meaning 
and give your readers the benefit of 
your views on the subject? Yours

Mrs. G. J. Foreacre, Wife of the Provost Niar- 
shal Who Had a Price on His Head, Recalls 


Her Fears and Privations and Incidentally 
a Turkey Costing $150 in War Times.

OUBTLESS many of us, if not all, who 
D are beyond the meridian of life, live 

principally in the past. And this I think 
must be especially true of those of us here who 
went through the years of the great war, and 
whose experiences during that time, in the in- 
vaded country, left indelible impressions on our 
memories. While our husbands were away 
fighting for the cause which was so inexpress- 
ibly dear to us, we were in most instances, as 
you all know, the women of the Confederacy, 
waging a warfare literally “with foes within 
and foes without.” The foes within were those 
that threatened our households, and our chil- 
dren’s health and happiness from day to day, 
and more and more severely as the length of 
the struggle exhausted the resources of the 
South. I refer to the actual scarcity of food, 
and the difficulty of obtaining clothing. We 
were all too sadly familiar in those days with 
the expedients of supplying variety for the ta- 
ble, where no variety existed, for me to go into 
much detail. 

We parched sweet potatoes and made coffee 
from them, that if not as satisfactory as the 
Mocha and Java of former years, at least took 
its place on our dally list of things for the 
table. I think no one minded the giving up of 
luxuries, it was gladly and willingly done, the 
more so when we thought of our gallant army 
at the front and remembered the scant rations 


ting an example of bravery and gallant fighting 
second to hone the world has ever seen, It was 
hard, however, to see the children of the house- 
hold ask for some simple addition to the plain 
food, and realize that even that was beyond our 
power of obtaining. One of the most- painful 
recollections that I have of that, or any other 
time of my life, was the day when my little 
son asked at the table for a little more of the 
sorghum which had taken the place of the New 
Orleans molasses months before. The servant 
waiting on the table lifted the pitcher, it was 
empty, and I well knew there was no more to 
bad in our devastated country. The child, still 
insistent, stopped the servant as he was about 
to take the syrup pitcher away, and seizing It, 
turned it up side down, and said in his baby 
way, “Hold it, Zeke, I see drop.” 

It is incidenfs ot this kind, and many others 
thronging into my mind, that make me shudder 
when I read of a war in any part of the world. 
The mention of the winning or loss of a battle, 
or the movement of the troops, means just that 
much to people who have never lived through 
a war, but to the women of the South, the mere 
mention of such things becomes suddenly illumi- 
nated with feelings fifty years old—of heart- 
breaking anxiety for the safety of husbands, 
brothers and cousins at the front, days of de- 
spair for our beloved cause, nights filled with 
anxiety for what the days would bring forth 
in the way of privation for the children, and 
servants still dependent on us. 

One more incident of that time, which will 
serve as a contrast between peace and war. 
There is a road to the southeast of Atlanta 
that in the sixties ran red and rugged to the 
door of my country home, Ashby, in DeKalb 
County. From the immediate neighborhood my 
husband had raised his company (Company B, 
Seventh Georgia Regiment) and had gone to the

front in Virginia, to be wounded in his first 
battle—Bull Run. Just before the battles 
around Atlanta, it was of course evident that 
we could no longer stay at Ashby, so the in- 
evitable refugeeing had to be considered. The 
contrast I meant to make was this: I have 
of late years rolled over that same road, now 
gray with good paving and smooth to ride over, 
between fertile fields of grain and many truck 
farms. The houses are peacefully set in their 
gardens of blooming flowers, and a pleasant 
hour out and a pleasant hour back makes the 
afternoon’s excursion. 

In the sixties the procession consisted ef the 
family carriage, driven by my husband, home 
on a furlough from Virginia and almost dis- 
abled from a painful wound, still unhealed. 
Into the carriage were crowded two frightened 


women, my sister and myself, and the children, 
one a baby in arms. 

In the rear followed a wagon driven by cur 
most faithful servant, our carriage driver, with 
the children’s nurses sitting beside him. It was 
loaded with a few things which we considered 
necessary, aS we knew our place of refuge 
would probably be devoid of comforts or even 
necessaries, whenever and wherever we were 
fortunate enoiigh to reach it. The rain fell in 
torrents, the lightning flashed and the red road 


grew nearly impassable. We started toward 
Atlanta and very soon came within sound of 
the Northern army. They were throwing up 


breastworks and were too busy to pay any at- 
tention to a few refugees on the road. In the 
flashes of lightning we could see them, and at 
intervals we could very plainly hear them talk- 
ing, but we passed unchallenged. Another mile 
toward Atlanta and we were met by a company 
of vehicles, some of them occupied by our neigh 


bors who had started before us. They ealled 
to us to stop, and cried excitedly, “tio back! 
go back! the Yankees are ahead you.” 


knew quite well that the Yankees were behind 
us, so there was a pause. What the wounled 
Confederate soldier said had better not % 
corded here. However, in the end, w& turn 
little to the right and got safely to a 
where they took us for the night. Qur troubles 
were not over at once, for the good woman \ 
had welcomed us had ordered a fire made f 
the comfort of the baby in our party. Sudde 
there came sounds of firing. There was a ven 
eral alarm, “The Yankees!" Two sons of 1 
house, home on furloughs, ran to their hors 
kept saddled in the woods for just such emer 
gencies. The women and children could not 
brave the storm and the darkness, so we eat, 
expecting every moment to see a troop of our 
enemies burst in. Instead the baby’s nurse 
came running to say that all the noise was 
caused by the livhting of the fire. The soldiers 
had hidden their ammunition in the parlor fire 
place and when the fire was Hghted it had 
gone off with terrific effect. 

The next day took us to Jonesboro, where I 
stayed with my children during some of the 
fighting around Atlanta, and where the little 
house in which we took refuge, shook contin- 
uously with the cannonading. As I recall these 
things after so many years, I feel that more 
than any people on this continent, we, the wo- 
men of the South, are qualified to appreciate 
the horrors of war and the great blessings of 
peace,

Fremont and Mc 
Dowell were converging, and Banks was on 
the Potomac side. There followed a series of 
rapid retreats on the part of Jackson, Ashby 
skirmishing on June 8 with [remont’s ad- 
vance. On the 6th, Ashby was killed. Then 
there came the victories of Port Republic and 
Cross Keys. This letter reached me: 

“Near Port Republic, June 10—On Sundey, 
the y otta wes made upon us by a 
part of Shields’s command about 7 o’clock a. m., 
which a kind Providence enabled us to re 
pulse During the eame morning Fremont 
tttacked us from the opposite side, and after 
teveral hours’ fighting he also was repulsed. 
Yesterday morning | attacked that part of 
Shields’s force which was near Port Republic, 
and, after a hotly contested feld from near 6 
to 10.30 a. m., completely routed the enemy, 
who lost eight pieces of artillery during the 
two days. . . . How I do wish for peace 
but only upon the condition of our national In 
ftependence.” 

In the meanwhile Richmond was threat 
ened by McClellan, and Lee needed Jackson. 
Jackson himself was convinced that after Win- 
chester, with reinforcements, he should have 
invaded the North. But General Lee was in 
fire need of him at Richmond. So there were 
fecret movements and swift marches, and 
fen the Seven Days Battles, when the Fed- 
erals were forced back inte the swamps of 
fhe Chickahominy. Jackson's report paid trib 
ute to General Hood and his Texans.

LYTHOUGH you may not know il, your finger 
nails will tell an observer more than you know 
concerning yourself!

science of the nails, your character and physical ten- 
dencies can be clearly diagnosed, even as yon sit talk 
ing to him, says an Italian scientist, 

Those who have very long nails have not the same 


tamina and strength as have those possessed of short, 


broad nails. Persons with long nails are inclined to 
have weak chests and lungs, and must be exceedingly 
careful that they do not contract any lung affection 
If the nails are fluted and ribbed, these characteristics 
are even more marked. 

Long nails, as a rule, denote poor circulation. Plenty 
of outdoor exercise is what such persons need 

If the nails are short and flat at the base, there may 
be a tendency to heart disease If the moons at the 
base of the nails are small, this denotes poor circula- 
tion: while. if they are large, the circulation is good 
Flat. sunken nails are indicative of nervous troubles 
If very short and flat, and particularly if they are white, 
denotes a tendeney to paralysis. Short-nailed persons 
usually have trouble with the lower half of their body 
long nailed persons with the upper half 

If the nails are tlecked throughout with white spots,

The Proper Way to Announce Marriage Engagements

we have not a betrothal ceremonial, 
and there is a decided lack of dignity, 
propriety and delicacy in making an 
unexpected or a premeditated an- 
nouncement before assembled guests 
and before the young people them- 
selves, 

The engagement ring is worn when 
the engagement is announced. The 
ring need not be a solitaire. Colored 
gems are used, usually in combina- 
tion with diamonds, the sapphire 
being a favorite. Much depends on 
a man’s means as to the choice of a 
ring. A girl's own good sense will 
not allow her to receive what her 
fiance cannot afford to give. 

If the family of the young man live 
at a distance it is their duty to write 
to the bride-elect, expressing thei 
pleasure and interest in the engage 
ment. The future mother-in-law of 
the bride-elect may invite her to 
come for a visit. Of course, it is gen 
lly understood that it is not allow 
able for a girl to make a visit at the 
home of her future husband unless 
invited by his mother personally or 
by letter and very explicitly. A mes 
sage sent through another. person 
cannot be considered a proper invi 
tation. Strict etiquette is safe in an 
engagement. The more punctilious 
a girl or a man may be in their rela 
tionship toward each family the bet- 
ter they will be liked. A strict rule 
is that young people who are en 
gaged may not travel about alone 
nor do they go to public places, thea 
tres or restaurants alone. Wherever 
they may be well-bred young people 
are careful not to be conspicuou

A N extraordinary situation has confronted the 


treasure hunters engaged in searching the 
wreck of the British frigate Lutine, lost in 1799 
with over $5,000,000 of gold and silver on board. 

It has at last been found that the bulk of the treasure 
is hidden in the magazine of the old ship. There it is 
surrounded by metal, consisting largely of iron cannon 
balls. These have been cemented together by rust and 
sea-growths until an impenetrable armor has formed 
around the treasure. 

It was entirely beyond the power of divers to pene- 
trate this barrier. Finally recourse has been had to 
dynamite. The divers are now dynamiting holes in the 
metal barrier and a huge magnet is used to draw out 
the pieces of rusty iron lying around the holes. But 
for the use of this explosive it would never have been 
possible to reach the treasure 

This is a case where treasure hunting is no merely 
fantastic and romantic adventure. Many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in gold and silver have already 
been recovered from the Lutine, but all that has been 
found is a mere trifle compared to the hoard that lies 
concealed within the irdg-bound magazine.

Vast Golden Hoard of the Warship Lutine 
Sunk Beneath the Zuyder Zee 113 Years Ago 


The Lutine, although a Government warship, was 
carrying gold and silver bullion belonging to a company 
of London merchants. The destination of the vessel 
was Hamburg. There is some mystery about the pur- 


pose for which ‘the treasure was sent, but, as the 
Napoleonic wars were then at their height, it is sup- 
posed that it was part of the vast sums sent to the Con- 
tinent by Pitt to aid in fighting Napoleon. Presumably 
the London merchants lent it to the British Govern- 
ment under a secret agreement. 

The ship was driven far out of her course by a 
storm on the black night of October 9, 1799, and was 
driven ashore on a shoal in the Zuyder Zee, off the 
coast of Holland. She lay near the small island of 
Terschelling. Only one sailor escaped from the wreck 
and he died shortly after being picked up from a spar 
to which he had lashed himself. Lloyd's, the famous 
maine insurance company of London, had a right to 
what could be recovered from the wreck, but owing to 
the state of war prevailing in Europe, it was unable 
to undertake~ serious salvage operations at once. 

Meantime the sands near the wreck held a golden 
harvest for the Dutch fishermen of nearby islands. At 
low tide the wreck of the Lutine was partly exposed 
with a channel running close by. 

The amount /of treasure recovered in these early 
searches was as follows: 

Fifty-eight bars of gold, weight, 646 pounds 8 ounces; 
41,697 Spanish silver pistoles. 

Thirty-five bars of silver, weight, 1,758 pounds 8 
ounces. 

One hundred and seventy-nine Spanish gold pistoles. 

Eighty-one double d'or. 

One hundred and thirty-eight single Louis d'or 

Four English guineas. 

In the year 1801, for lack of apparatus, the searah 
grew unprofitable for the Dutchmen, and was aban- 
doned. Lloyd's was again obliged to postpone the quest 
owing to general anxiety over Napoleon's warlike 
activity. Other international troubles—including Hol 
land's claim to half the Lutine salvage—interfered with 
systematic search until 1858, when divers again located 
the wreck and brought up the bell of the old frigate, 
which now rests in the committee roomeat Lloyd's with 
other relics. 

The Dutch fisherfolk were so excited over this re- 
newed locating of the treasure hulk that they swarmed 
about in well-manned boats until they had to be driven 
off by an English gunboat. The work of salvage went 
on until 1861, with an additional total of $110,000 in bul 
lion recovered. 

Strangely enough, records showing the amount of 
treasure consigned to the Lutine had disappeared, and 
Lloyd's was indebted to the ingenuity of the Duteh 
salvers for information, virtua'ly proving that $5,000,000 
still remains to reward present cprrations off the 
island of Terschelling. The Dutch investigator based 
his estimate on the fact that the bars of silver and 
gold already recovered were stamped with certain let 
ters and numbers indicating a complete series, and 
that the missing numbers and letters would show the 
proportion of the treasure still resting at the bottom 
of the sea.

The sands gradually covered up the wreck and made |! 
it practically hopeless to recover more treasure at one | 
time. Then the recent progress of engineering science 
once more gave a hope that the bulk of the treasure 
might be found. 

The Nationa) Salvage Association of London, with 
the assistance of American experts, took up the work, 
under an agreement by which Lloyd’s was to receive , 
15 per cent of the treasure recovered, the Dutch sal- 
vage company 15 per cent, and the new company 70 
per cent. 

One of the greatest difficulties the salvors had to 
contend with was the fact a strong circular current ran 
around the Lutine, constantly filling up with sand any 
excavations that had been made. To remedy this, a 
deep channel was cut around the ship. Over 1,500,000 
tons of sand were pumped away in this work, and the 
depth of water over her has been increased from four 
teen to fifty feet. She now lies on a hard clay bottom 
in clear water, and the divers can operate there ef 
ficiently. 

Many boxes containing coin have been recovered, but 
the most important discovery made is that the bulk 
of the treasure in the form of gold and silver bars is 
rusted together with the ammunition 

A special treasure ship, called the Lyons, has been 
built for this work. She is fitted with an electric 
magnet, capable of lifting three tons, with which to 
draw up the fragments of metal produced by the 
dynamite explosions. In many cases jt is expected 
bars of gold will be found cemented to masses of iron. 

Communication between the divers and the ship is

attitude of the age was delightfully satirized 
by my good friend James Barrie in his play

The straight front age was the logicai out- 
come of the feeling about stomachs. We 
assumed the attitude that if we must not 
speak of them we must change our figures 
so that this part of our anatomy did not 


show. And from that day to this we have 
attempted to be as flat as a sheet of paper. 

But the coming in of the new silhouette 
has brought us face to face,again with our 
stomachs, and with the new gowns if one 
has not enough flesh to give the required 
figure, one must wear a little bustle in front.

The Proper Way to Announce Marriage Engagements

we have not a betrothal ceremonial, 
and there is a decided lack of dignity, 
propriety and delicacy in making an 
unexpected or a premeditated an- 
nouncement before assembled guests 
and before the young people them- 
selves, 

The engagement ring is worn when 
the engagement is announced. The 
ring need not be a solitaire. Colored 
gems are used, usually in combina- 
tion with diamonds, the sapphire 
being a favorite. Much depends on 
a man’s means as to the choice of a 
ring. A girl's own good sense will 
not allow her to receive what her 
fiance cannot afford to give. 

If the family of the young man live 
at a distance it is their duty to write 
to the bride-elect, expressing thei 
pleasure and interest in the engage 
ment. The future mother-in-law of 
the bride-elect may invite her to 
come for a visit. Of course, it is gen 
lly understood that it is not allow 
able for a girl to make a visit at the 
home of her future husband unless 
invited by his mother personally or 
by letter and very explicitly. A mes 
sage sent through another. person 
cannot be considered a proper invi 
tation. Strict etiquette is safe in an 
engagement. The more punctilious 
a girl or a man may be in their rela 
tionship toward each family the bet- 
ter they will be liked. A strict rule 
is that young people who are en 
gaged may not travel about alone 
nor do they go to public places, thea 
tres or restaurants alone. Wherever 
they may be well-bred young people 
are careful not to be conspicuou 
by demonstrative attentions to each 


other 
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
